For example, when you ſhall finde your hawketo 

ſodenly familiar with you, and quickly, and lo- 
uingly reclaimed and inclined vato you: as diligent- 
ly to liſten and giue care to you, and to your voice, to 
leame ſpedily to come vnto you, and when ſhe is com 
to ſeeme cager and hot to ceaſe vpon thatwhich you 
— — & be familiar with your 
ſelfe, without or ſtaring about her, * 
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wiſe ——— — ſhee hath done 
our will ypoa t e by you, then to 
ke vp for your fiſt, & willingly and red to iump 
vnto the ſame. To ſuch a Hawke may yo wich rea- 
ſon be kinde vntos and let her finde the reward of her 
gentleneſſe by the ſweetneſſe your fingers. 

Moſt commonly theſe louing ties are to bee 
ſounde in your blanke Hawks, for by experience I haue 
ever found them to be the kindeſt and louingſt hewkes 
of all others : and I haue obſerued that theſe kinde of 
hawkesarc much ſubiect to a little bot, or grobworme, 
which doc breede in the guts, aud will appeare in her 
mutes, crawling from forth the ſame, ſhrinking 
on a heape, and ſo they die. Theſe wormes aboun- 
ding ma — Corrie inc: veter- 
Iy to be deſtroyed: for they by nature doe breede and 
increaſe in choſe kinde of Hawkes, and doe lictle harm, 
and that Hawke who hath them, is neuer bad in her 
kinde, vnleſſe ſhee bee wronged by her keeper in the 
manner-of her The colour ofthe worme 
whilc it liueth in a ſlight Faulcas is red, and in a Rb 
nie Faulcon it is white, but being dead it is white from 
them both. 

There is a kinde of Hawke that you ſhall finde more 
fallen and dogged of diſpoſition, not caring for you, 
nor your voice : but looking behinde her, or ſome o- 
ther waie when ſhe ſhould be lured and come to- 
wards you. This Hawtealthough you muſt of neceſſi- 


joue her, yer muſt you cake heede how 
Naher underland he ame botdeve mah her ar 
ding hgr delerrs, looking ftreightly vnreo :

not feare to hold her dow ue, vntill you haue quarried 
her in ſuch ſort as is before appointed for a hauke of 
her condition: and ſo by degreesas you ſee her alter 
and mend het manners,ſo may you alter her diet, ad- 
ding to her ſirength with reaſonable expediti6, which 
will be quicklic gotten, it ſhe be found, and the wea · 
ther reaſonable : but if the weather ſhall fall out to be 
violent and froſtie, then you muſt beware and take 
heede how you abate much fle ſh, and eſpecially how 


you it off too long.

muſt you haue a ſmal couple of Fowle conveniently in 
2 w brooke, where ſhroud theraſclues 
from you, and you from chem : for great waters and 
manie Fewlecauſe too much toile for yong M nter, 
then throw off your Hawke as neere them as poſſible 
you may with conuenience, that you be not enforced

Whereas you haue perceived that your hawke all her 
flying time hath continued with you ſound and health.

to your liking : yet now at the ſetting downe, and time

But now you ceaſe and leaue off from all thoſe prac- 
tiſes and obſeruations of the flying time, and your onlie 
pretence and is to giue reſt and good feed vnto 
your Hawke, to the end to raiſe andfill her full of fleſh, 
whereby ſhe may be made ready for the Mew And to 
the'ntent ſhe ſhould proſper and be brought to char per- 
ſection. you doe ar her firſt ſetting downe , giue her as 
much as ſhe liſt to take into her gorge, thinking thereb 
to effect your purpoſc the ſooner ; but therein you haſt 
ſoone finde that you haue deceived your ſelſe, for your

I heard one ſay that after a tedious flight lowne wich his 
Hate, hee would giue her ſtones to coole her withall, 
which act of his though I did well allow of, yet did I dit- 
allow of his opinion concerning their effe&s, for indeed 
he knew what he did in action, but not in ion: 
for no doubt he thought thoſe ſtones with Sei cold- 
neſſe would not only coole her for rhe preſent, but allo 
chat they onely wrought a cold effect, and ſo continued 
all the time ſhe poſſeſt them, which opinion of his was 
altogeather vntrue, for if it were poſſible to haue ſuch 
ſtones, they would doe no good at all: and becauſe I 
know that many doe deceiue themſelues and others in 
this reſpect, I will heere ſhew you my opinion concer- 
ning the fame.

one thing, when you haue your hawke perfeRcleane,

Therefore let me aduiſe you to be carefull cyuermorero

And ſeeing it is knowne and certain- 
ly affirmed that the wild Hawke liues and continues ma- 
ny ycetes : it may be a queſtion why we thinke it well, 
and are content it wee can keepe our Hawkesaliuc but a 
e yeeres , and yet it cannot be denied but the wild 
Hawke, takes greater paines by farrethen thereclaimed 
Hamtedoth, for ſhee neuer cateth but ſhee [weateth, ſhee 
ts her living by her labour, and her wings are all the 
ungers ſhee hath to feed her fat withall · And for ought 
that I can perceiue, this is the cauſe that makes her liue 
lo long, for whereas the reclaimed Hawke firs often at her 
eale,and feeds her ſelfe fat with that ſhe neuer takes pains 
for, whoſe caſe and idleneſſe cannot chuſe but breed ill 
humor, which doe no doubt ſurfer her body, and ſhor- 
ten her life, Beſides ſhee is often times debarred from 
the benefit of the freſh and ſweet aire, thee is fed many

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When you doe perceiue that your Hawke is ſicke 
and Cr on the Fcllanders (tor ſo you may terme 
it verie ficly) ſhe will be of a heauie cheare: and you ſhall 
alſo confirme the lame by your awne vicwe , in behol- 
ding them in her mures, to ſhew and appcare in raw and 
fleſbly threds and ſuch like matter vndigeſted , then is it 
nor FA for you ſo ſoone and raſhlie to intend to ſcoure 
her, and by that meanes ſceke to disburden her of them, 
which will ſodainely after ingender and growe againe. 
For it is the raſh and haſtic humor of lome men, that 
preſſeth them forwatd to vie ſuch meancs for remedie, 
as ſerueth but for the — nor hardly then nei -

And faile not euerie night, inſtcad of caſting, to gi

wherein i a ſlice of rubarbe infuled : and this will moi 
aſlute dly cute and amend het: allo if you doe apparani- 
lie percciue that ſhce is croubled with the cold in her 
head, take a luticoſ the iuice of ſage- ſcaues being tame 
ped and ſtiained, and put into her nares with a ſtraw, and 

it will amend het in that place: for it is ſpeciall good for 

the head and braine, and being conuaied into the ares, 

it draweth do ne (lime and all other corrupt humor 

out of the head. 

Whereas I haue heretofore ſhewed you how be houe- 
full it is for cucric Fauſcanen, that as he hath right know - 
ledge and true vaderſtanding of his Hawkes, ſrom other 
mens. So alſo that he ſhou'd thorough his diligent and 
due obſeruation learne to be as canning and ski full in 
the diuerſity of their ſundrie natures and diſpoſition, 
and thereafter to guide and rule them: and alſo for thet 
they are birds ſubiect vnto ſundric accidents and euils it 
s meet they ſhould be as exquilit and skilfull to know 
one griefe or ſickneſſe or other infirmitic one from ano- 
ther and accordingly to give and applie by ſundry means 
a remedie: and not to ſceme or imitate the order 2nd me- 
thod of the quack · ſaluat or mountiban: ke, that hach but 
one poore medicine in his budget, for cucry maladie. 
Therefore as I haue alrcadic here ſet dou ne ſome tew 
ſcowrings,or medicines whollome,medicinabie, and by 
proofe and expericace are tollerable, and ligto be giuen 
vnto Aan tes on iuſt occaſion. have allo ſhewed vouthe 
vertue and opctation of ſuch ſimples e cod uu 
them , and will further hercaſtet iaſtrct vo of them 

Particular iy, aud of cucry _ cer puracare and vettue, 
2 | o 
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to the end that out of theſe already ritten, o r any other 
that I ſhall right hereafter, you may with iudgement & 
diſcretion eaſiſy deuide, adde, or take from, hatſocuer 
how much or little, and for what grie fe ſocuer to ſerue 
your turne, and giue inſtruction to thoſe that wants the 
tame, according as there ſhall be found and perccived 2. 
ny needfull occaſion more or leſſe, as touching the na- 
ture of the griefe, 

As for example to ſpeake of the ſtomacke that hath 
no good appetite to feed, and when it harh fed, cannot 
diſgeſt well: it is a diſeaſe that may grow diuers waics : 
therefore it is not poſſible to cute it with one medicine 
Alſo if that weaknes of the ſtomack doc come of a weake 
diſtemperature of it ſelfe onely ; then muſt you needes 
vic ſome meanes vnto it ſelſe to heat and quicken it a- 
gaine.Contrariwiſe ouermuch heat in it ſelſe, may be the 
cauſe of that weakaefſe : which if it be ſo then will it ap- 
peate divers waies, and eſpecially in the mouth and 
throate; for they will continually be furred with white, 
and curdeled froath , and her breath will be ſtrong and 
ſower:Alloit will be percciued by che ouer mach black 
and ſanguine colour in her mutcs,and burnt caſting, then 
you muſt of neceſſity coole it with ſome coole thing 
that is meet for it : But if that weaknes doc gro of any 
ſuperfiuous humor, that doth abound , or hath beene 
there ingendered ; then muſt that humor of neceſſitie be 
purged, vpward and downeward by ſome gentle medi- 
cine. Alſo this infirmitic and veakeneſle of the ſtomacke 
may grow on extraordinary heat and inflamation of che 
liver, which may eaſily be perccined : for that Hamit 
that is ſicke of that diſeaſe, will hold at one ftay;and will 
hardly rife of her flcſh, but if hee doe it, will not conti- 
nue, how well focyer you doe feed: likewiſe ſhee will 
looke very dullie with her cies , and her caſting wilb ſel 
dome or neuer be good, and her mutes will be evermore 
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filled with over much blacke and other ſignes which | 

will explaine vnto you more at large, and you finding 

this,then you muſt — reſpect onely to tharzeſpecially 

in her diet, and ſome otherwaies that I ſhall ſhew you 75+ Lines, 
hereafter: I could preſcribe you here divers other waies 

how this weakeneſle and decay of the ſtomacke may 

grow, but let this ſoffice as yet, and approoue that it can- 

not be cured with one medicine, ignorantly giuen. 

As I haue here laſtly q little touched and ſpoken of 
the lier , let mererurne backe vnto it againe, and giue 
you further aſſurance that many Hawkes, from that one- 
ly thing receiue their deadly wounds, and at ſuch times 
as it is neuer ſuſpected or thought on: for whereſocuer 
it falleth out that your Hawke continueth in a diſorde- 
red kinde of caſting, either of tones, or caſting, or both, 
and that out of your lodgement and one knowledge, 
you are aſſured that your beſt meanes by practiſe, with 
good meat cleane dreſt, caſting and ſtones, and all other 
= viage, hath not beene wanting: for remedy of the 

me, then may you be aſſured ſhee is vnſound, and in 
great danger of death, if ir be not ſuddenly ſeene and 

—— in ſuch a Haut (as I told you befote)you 

I find her mutes commonly to be filled with blacke 
and ſaguine mattet ſeldome diſperſed abroad: but other - 
wile cloddered thicke on lumpes, within the which be- 
ing ſtirred or remoncd, you ſhall find and pereeue a tas 
and rancke kind of fleſhly ſubſtance: All which impor- 
teth and ſhewerh varo you that there wants digeſture, 
and that your Hawke hath beene over het and ſtrained, 
as in her flights for want of breath and cleanneſſe, or by 
vnqui and rotling on rhe fiſt, in the time of carri- 
age, or on ſhipboard'with dating and tumbling vp and 
ne, & ill viage as they are brought ouer,a matter lit - 
tleconlidered, yet certain it is, that ich the lame, & baſs 
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feeding togethet a number of them are lurfered in their 
bodies, and allo baned in their liuers, which for want of 
vnderſtanding in many maſters, the ſeruant is after bla- 
med and wrongfully condemned for it, without any 
cauſe at all: for the ly uer or the dileaſe thereof, is ſo ſe- 
cret and vnaparant that vnleſſe it bee quite and cleane 
fhot and fallen or ſwelled (for that is the truth) with rot- 
ter nes: and that cuery man may diſcerne it by the tee. 
ling of his hand, it is neuer miſtruſted nor thought of; 
nen there is no other place within the Hawke more 
nor ſo much or often inlected. Alſo this ſickneſle and 
eric ſe of the ly uet will bee eaſily perceiued, by her ca- 
lings the which will ſeldome or neuet bee wrapped, or 
cleane aſter any of the lcaſt large feeding. And, although 
the lyuet fo farre as you can perceiue by your ordinary 
meanes, reſteth right in the place, yet by theſe and ſuch 
other ſignes as | haue ſhewed it is to be gathered, and 
you may be aſlured that there licth her grieſe, and that 
with too much heat and ſtriuing it is infected. And for 
remedic thereof, and to ſtay the inflammation of the 
ſame, you muſt ſuddainly hold and kcepe het to a mo- 
derare diet. and abſlaine from all K nde of hot mcatcs, 
Imeane ſuch as bee hot and ſtrong of diſgeſtion. I doe 
not forewarne you of the meat hot and new killed, for 
ſuch you muſt bee ſure to prouide alwayes,and berake 
you to, and of the cooleſi and caſieſt ro be digeſted, as 
of hens fle ſh, chickens flcth, yong Pigeons, and of what- 
ſocuer you can hnde to be cooling in operation, and ea- 
fi- to be indured by ſuch a Hamte as is percciucd to bee 
gricucd in that place, and chrough the lame wants quick 
digeſture : and with one, ot wh, anicot thele pre ſcxi- 
bed meares, you mult not ſcede cuery day, but one daic 
wich one kind, and a little thereot at once, SE 
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day with another, and ſo one after another yon muſt 
— and give vnto her, vntill you do perceiue ſhee 

gins to rile and mend of her fleſh ; and then you mult 
not forget to giue caſting and ſtones moderately, and 
with diſcretion: to the end, that as by this preſcription 
and courſe of dict, and novriſhing-teeding, her gricte 
may bee cured ; ſo otherwiſe by her winning and retai- 
ning vnto her ſelſe glur, and ſuch other like ſuperfluous 
imperfections of the ſame, naturally increaling,hcr healch 
may not be hindered. 

Allo you muſt be mindfull , and remember to giue 
your meat wich one coole water ot other, and ſuch as [ 
ſhal ſet donc, and appoint hercaſter to be giuen for the 
preſi tuation ot the liuer, and thole inward and ſecret 
parts. Furthermore if you haue rightly obſcrucd , you 
may remember that oft times your tes liver will be 
coloured greene and yellow, when ſhee is dead, which 
ſhewcth that although the lame were not before percei- 
ued in che higheſt degree to be bancd , yet that it were 
much inflamed as by thoſe coloursappeared, which was 
the oucr flowing of the gall , a diſcaſe that moſt Hawkes 
are lubiect vntoʒand i as dangerous and deadly as death 
it ſelſe, if it be not preſent lie ſoreſtene and cured, This 
ouerflowing of the gall proceederh of great heat, taken 
thorough d order and ill viage , as by coiling flights in 
greace and vnclcannefle, or by — by the heeles, or 
tumbling and toſſing, and ſuch other like abuſes, where- 
by the liuet and the fame intecteth one and other, where- 
fore the cute muſt be in them both : for that they are 
both as one joined together and how to vnderſtand and 
know when your Hawke x; lic ke of chisdiſcaſe, you muſt 
omit no time ig the diligent ſearch and view of her ca- 
ſting and mutes, whereas in the one, the other ot boch,

ot them, and ſeldome ſlice from her, which is an cuill 
ſigne, ſhee will ſeeme to be fubictt to the cray , and the 
frownce, het foot and Seare wil be of a dead colour and 
her po unces will ſhew the like: for the let and glaſſie die 
thereof will be vaniſhed, and gone aa and thee will be 
ſubiect and diſpoled vnto much bowſing , weathering, 
and baching. Neuerchel( ſſ. it this vunatuarall heat have

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not ſeated it ſelfe, or planted it in other ſecret places, a- 
bout the lights, reines, or other of thoſe priuy parts, in 
white ſpecks , or ſuch ſetled curnels like vnto the mazets 
of a ſwine; there is no doubt but it may be recovered.

it is loſt and decaied to ſeek to reftore or renue it againe. 
The performance thereof I allo doe aſſure you mult reſt 
and remaine in the dutifull dili , and continuall ho- 
neſt care and paines of the Fan bis mind muſt l- 
dome be off on them, his eye euer on them, and himſelſe 
never from them at times befitting for himlſelſ and them.

T is now meet and neceſſary that I doe ſpeake of ſach

az (they) poore birds, doc take their vtter deſtruction ve- 
ry often, both inwardly and outwardly, as ſometimes it 
will a by colde in the head, diſtempet in the bo- 
dy, and ill hamours that doe diſtill and fall dow ne into 
the legs and feere, appearing in go tes, and ſuch other 
things as I have before named.

without biting: It is alſo of an emplaſticke or clammie 
quallityſand ſomerhing binding. Aloes,is of the number 
of thoſe medicines which are purging,and it purgeth ſuch 
excrements as be inthe tomacks, the firſt veines and the 
neareſt paſſages , for his purging force paſſeth not farre 
beyond the ſtomacke, and ic purgeth more eſfectually if 
it be nor waſhed: but it it be waſhed it Rrengrhens the ſto- 
macke the more : Allo it is an enemy to all manner of pu- 
trifaction, aud defendeth the body from corruption.

Rubarbe though it be of nature hot yet it may be ve. 
ry ſafely giuen in thoſe diſeaſes of che liver , which pro- 
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ceede from heat as well as thoſe which proceede from 
cold. 

Agricke is hot in the firſt degree, and dtie in the ſe- 
condzitcurreth, maketh thin, clenſeth and taketh away Ie 
obſtruftions and toppings. 

Agricke v abſterſiue and purging, it is good for the op- 
lations of the liver and Kidacis, for the ſhortnes of the ;-.11ve., 
h, philicke, and decaying of the loags, it purgeth 
from the ſtomacke groſſe and tuſſe humors , and killeth 
wormes, you may giue it in this manner, infuſe it in white 
wine with a (lice or two of ginger ot the whiteſt, and draw

This hearbe being very {mall and finely minced, or 
ſhred, mingled with ſweet burter and ſugercandie, and 
now and then giuen in a morning vnto your Hawkeina 
peller, or pellets; freerh the head of dizines, and purgeth 
the fame and whole body of all colde infirmities. 

The powder thereof alſo now and then giuen in the 
ſame manner, or cleanly conuryed into a bit of meare, 
preuenteth the ſame , or driueth it away when it is gotten 

Alſo, ithelpcth the weakenefle of the ſtomacke and 
cauſeth a good appetite to mente, it doth ripe and digeſt 
tough (lime or glut that commetrh of cold, and bringeth 
vp that which is in the pannell, ſcowring the ſameof all 
groſſe humors, and cauleth to fetch breath more eaſily: 
it is a ſpeciall thing to prevent the infection that oom.
